The current 
antenna, a Hustler G6-144, is doing an admirable 
job, but it is the feeling of the majority of the 
club that, in order to perform at tip-top condi 
tion, the repeater should have a commercial ane | - 
tenna of the fiberglass variety. This wil} cost
